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Josiah  Quincy  School  formally  dedicated 


When  is  a  school  not  just  a 
school? 

Simple  answer:  when  it 
becomes  a  community  school 
which  invites,  besides  the 
students,  the  entire 
community-old  and  young  and 
inbetween. 

Such  a  school  in  the 
Chinatown  area  is  the  new 
Josiah  Quincy  Community 
School  at  885  Washington 
Street,  and  at  its  dedication,  on 
all  Hallow’s  eve,  October  31,  the 
community  responded  positively 
and  happily  to  its  opening. 


Although  more  than  1,000 
letters  of  invitation  were  sent 
out,  less  than  30  parents 
atteneded  the  Citywide  Parents 
Advisory  Council’s  Chinese 
parents  election  meeting  on 
October  24.  Two  Chinese  parent 
representatives  are  required  by 
the  court  to  sit  in  on  this 
council.  The  election  of  two 
such  representatives  was  the 
purpose  of  the  October  24 
meeting. 

The  Citywide  Parents 
Advisory  Council’s  co-ordinator, 
Bob  Gray,  with  interpreter 
Mabel  Chu^chaired  the  meeting. 
Gray  explained  to  the  parents 
that  the  Citywide  Parents 
Advisory  Council  (CPAC)  is  a 
court  ordered  parents 
organization  whose  function  it  is 
to  ensure  the  right  of  every 
Boston  parent  to  participate  in 
decisions  which  relate  to  his/her 
child’s  school  and  education. 

Gray  said  that  there  was  a 
lack  of  publicity  in  the  local 
dailies  (the  Globe  and  Herald) 


More  than  1,000 
people--unmoved  by  the 
inclement  weather  and  the 
storm-  like  skies-toured  the  $11 
million  community  facility 
which  houses  Quincy  School 
(grades  K  to  five),  the 
Chinatown  Little  City  Hall,  the 
South  Cove  Community  Hea.th 
Center  (formerly  the  Boston 
Chinese  Community  Health 
Services,  Inc),  and  the  Quincy 
Community  School. 

Bearing  colorful  ballons,  and 
expressions  of  awe  and 
excitement  and  delight,  the 


about  the  educational  needs  of 
the  Chinese  community.  He  said 
that  he  was  aware  of  the  Chinese 
community’s  bad  experience  in 
the  past  year  in  dealing  with  the 
bi-racial  councils  and  with  the 
citywidw  Parents  Advisory 
Council  (CPAC),  but  he  noted 
that  organizationally  CPAC  has 
changed  and  can  be  more 
responsive  to  people  and  this 
community.  As  an  example,  his 
position-full-time,  professional 
coordinator  for  the  CPAC  staff 
did  not  exist  prior  to  March  of 
1976.  Also,  Mabel  Chu,  a 
bilingual  informational  specialist 
working  for  the  Boston  School 
Department  is  able  to  help 
bridge  some  of  the  gaps. 

Gray  proposed  several 
alternatives  for  the  parents  at 
the  meeting.  He  said  that  they 
could  elect  representatives 
despite  the  small  number  of 
parents  in  attendance;  or  may 
choose  to  operate  through  the 
Chinese  Parents  Association.  The 
latter  means  that  the  Chinese 


many  visitors  mixed  merrily. 
Although  a  significantly  larger 
number  were  residents  of 
Chinatown  and  the  South  Cove, 
a  spread  of  racial  colors  mixed  in 
harmony. 

The  community  school 
concept  is  a  unique  concept.  It’s 
business  as  usual  during  the 
actual  school  day  with  classes, 
but  the  school’s  facilities-  the 
gymnasium,  auditorium  and 
some  classrooms-become  open 
for  use  to  the  community  after 
school  hours.  Activities  and 
budgets  are  controlled  by  the 
Quincy  School  Community 


Parents  Association  would  be 
responsible  for  sending 
representatives  to  the  CPAC 
meetings  whenever  the  Chinese 
parents  feel  a  need  to  do  so. 
Gray  said  that  he  could  act  as  a 
liaison  between  the  parents  and 
CPAC.  After  a  10-minute 
discussion,  the  parents  present 
agreed  to  work  through  the 
Chinese  Parents  Assoc,  since 
there  was  inadequate 
representation  at  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Gray  then  said  he  would 
be  “more  than  happy  to  attend 
the  Chinese  Parents  Association 
meeting,”  should  he  be  invited, 
and  he  would  be  “ready  to  help 
and  cooperate  in  any  possible 
way.”  He  also  stressed  that  he 
would  work  with  and  for  the 
Chinese  parents  in  the  capacity 
of  a  coordinator  rather  than  a 
representative. 

Since  March,  1976,  the  CPAC 
office  has  been  staffed  with  a 
full-time  professional 
co-ordinator  and  two  secretaries, 
whereas  last  year’s  staff  included 


Council.  A  wide  range  of 
activities  are  already  planned, 
from  swimming  to  movies  and 
craft  classes. 

In  nearly  full-operation  is  the 
South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center  with  a  wide  range  of 
services,  internal  medicine, 
ped'jtfrics,  general  medicine,  eye 
care  and  obstetrics/gynecology. 
Dental  care  will  start  soon. 

Dedication 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White 
dedicated  the  facility  in  an 
unusual  way-rather  than  a 
traditional  ribbon-cutting,  he 


only  two  secretaries.  This 
expansion  in  staff  suggests  a 
shape-up  in  the  CPAC  policy 
organization  and  operation. 
Mabel  Chu,  newly  hired  by  the 
School  Department  to  assist  in 
transitional  desegregation 
efforts,  and  a  Sampan  writer, 
said  that  Bob  Gray  has  a  great 
deal  of  enthusiasm  and  sincerity 
which  are  essential  for  an 
effective  community  worker. 

“One  can  easily  spot  the  15 
goals  listed  on  three  sheets  of 
poster-size  paper  posted  on  the 
wall.  All  of  those  goals  are  a  part 
of  an  effort  to  work  toward 
racial  harmony,  better 
education,  more  responsible 
staff  and  uniform  code  of 
discipline  in  the  schools.  Mr. 
Gray  means  business!”  Mabel 
urged  parents  who  have  lost 
confidence  in  the  Citywide 
Parents  Advisory  Council  as  a 
consequence  of  last  year’s 
experience  to  give  it  another  try. 
It’s  worth  it!”  she  said.

guidance  at  new 
Quincy  School 

A  new  Career  Guidance  pro¬ 
gram  is  being  implemented  in 
the  Josiah  Quincy  Elementary 
School  this  year  by  the  ESAA 
Project -Guidance  and  Counseling 
Component. 

The  goal  of  this  project  is  to 
help  4th  and  5th  grade  students 
acquire  a  greater  awareness  of 
his/her  development.  Students 
will  also  realize  the  importance 
of  basic  academic  skills  in  the

Landlords  in 
Boston  must 
keep  heat  at 
70°from 
7  a.m.  to  7  p.m 

Landlords  violating  State  heat 
requirements  will  face  stiff 
action  in  Boston  Housing  Court. 

Under  State  sanitary  codes, 
landlords  must  keep  tempera¬ 
tures  at  70  degrees  between 
7  p.m.  and  7  a.m. 

The  heat  requirements  went 
into  effect  September  15. 


“I  want  to  remind  Boston 
landlords  that  there  is  a  State 
code  which  requires  them  to 
turn  heat  on  and  maintain  it 
at  a  certain  temperature,  before 
there  are  problems,”  said 
Housing  Inspection  Commissio¬ 
ner  John  Vitagliano.  “They 
should  be  checking  heating 
systems  to  make  sure  they  work 
properly  now,  before  the  win¬ 
ter.” 

Vitagliano  said  the  City’s 
70  Housing  Inspectors  will 
actively  check  all  complaints 
and,  where  necessary,  use  the 
City’s  Housing  Court  to  enforce 
the  heat  law.
